To the Chairman, Alderman and Councillors, 
Urban District cf Driffield. 


Mr. Chairman, Lady and Gentlemen, 
I have pleeswure in presenting the Annual Report for 1965. 


The Registrar General's figure for the population at mid year 1965 
oO QoQ 4 
was 6,920, a cise of 20 commared with last year. 


On births and deaths there were 125 births and 138 deaths during the 
year, compared with 126 births and 125 deaths last year. The Town's adjusted 
birth rate for the year of 18.78 comoares favourably with the national birth 
rate of 18.0 per 1,000 population: likewise the Town's adjusted death rate 
of 10.97 also compares favourably with the national death rate of 11.5 per 
1,000 population. ‘The causes of death followed the usual pattern, namely 
diseases of the heart and circulatory system being the major cause and account 
for 51% of the total while cancer remained the second largest cause. Of the 
deaths due to cancer it is of interest to note that a third were due to cancer 
of the lung and bronchus. 


There were two deaths of infants under one year of age. 


For the second year in succession infectious diseases were few and 
call for no special comment. 


The sanitary circumstances of the district again changed little 
during the year. 15 of the l6 samoles of the Town's water supoly administered 
by the East Yorkshire (Wolds Area) Water Board were satisfactory, the one 
unsatisfactory sample being satisfactory when repeated. Sewage continues to 
to be treated at the Riverhead Sewage Works, and a further two pail closets 
were converted to the W.C. system. 


On housing 7 new houses were built by private enterprise during the 
year, and a further 11 were in the course of construction. The total number 
of houses in the district rose to 2,321. Two areas, comrising 17 houses, 
remained represented under section 157 of the Housing Act, 1957. 


One hundred per cent meat inspection continued to be carried out and 
again no me.t from cattle or sheep was condemned because of Tuberculosis. 


In presenting this report I would like to express my thanks to Mr. 
Marsh and the staff for their work and help during the year and also to the 
Chairman and Members of the Public Health Committee for their constant interest 
and support.
